(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a,b, and e) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Nanko et al. '038 B2, Blackie et 
al. '505, Cook et al. 743 B1 or '576 B2, Beshay '093, or Lin et al. (abstract). 

All of the above cited references teach treating or pretreating cellulose fiber prior 
to its addition to a cement binder thus anticipating the instantly claimed invention. 

Nanko et al. '038 B2 teach chemical pretreatment of celllose fibers with cationic 
polymers and surfactants (see for example claims 1-2 in cols 16-17). 
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Blackie et al. '505 teach treatment of cellulose with chelate compounds prior to 
addition to cement (see claims). 

Cook 743 B1 or '576 B2 teach pretreating cellulose fibers with a polyvalent 
cation containing compound (ie dispersant) thus anticipating the instant invention (see 



Beshay '093 teach pretreating cellulose fibers with silylating agents such as 
organosilanes (dispersants) thus anticipating the instant invention (see claims). 

Lin et al. teach soaking in silane the cellulose fibers used in cement 
compositions as reinforcement (see abstact) thus anticipating the instant invention. 

Even if not anticipated, overlapping ranges of amounts would have been prima 
facie obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art.
